Y SEAFARING great Uncle 

Bill has been everywhere. If 

that is not strictly correct then 

I will amend the statement 
to say that he will tell you he has been 
everywhere. Pago-Pago, Hong Kong, 
Buenos Aires, Cape Town, Singapore, 
Vladivostok, all are conversation subject 
for Great Uncle Bill. Falkland Islands? 
Why, Great Uncle Bill made the Falk- 
land group regularly. 

Now the Falklands were just another 
bunch of dots on the map to me until I 
saw illustrations the other day of a new 
issue of stamps from the most southerly 
of the British crown possessions. Then 
I hunted up Uncle Bill over in the west 
side of town and treed him in the attic. 
He was rummaging through one of the 
old worm-eaten chests that Aunt Mar- 
garet permits him to keep under the 
roof. 


“Uncle Bill,” I said, “I met an old 
sailor over on Third street this morn- 
ing and he claimed to know you. Said 
you had been telling tall yarns around 
this town for thirty years and that you 
never sailed anything bigger than a cat 
boat. He said you backed out on a trip 
to the Falklands once.” , 

“The swab,” exclaimed Uncle Bill. 
“Like as not it was old Tom Hennesy 
from Pillar’s Point. If I made one trip 
to the Falklands I made a dozen.” He 
closed the lid of the chest with a crash 
and sat down on it. He rubbed that 
rheumatic right leg as he always does 
when thinking. 

“It’s something about stamps again, 
isn’t it?” Uncle Bill has been pumped 
for stamp backgrounds so often that he 
regards himself as something of a speak- 
ing edition of the Scott catalogue.

in the islands and migrate to South 
America every year. And there are 
gulls, and mollymauks and Cape pigeons 
and other kinds of sea birds in quan- 
tity.” 

“what does the place look like, Uncle 
Bill?” 

“Well, to some the islands might look 
promising, but to others the one look is 
enough. When the drizzle sets in—and 
the wet weather lasts 250 days out of 
the year—and the skies are black the 
sight of the islands is poor enough. A 
kind of brownish color they have with 
only a little brightness in the town of 
Stanley where the inhabitants cultivate 
their flowers with great skill. The houses 
are mostly white with colored roofs and 
the fine government house calls to mind 
an old mansion in the Orkneys. ’Tis a 
pleasant enough place after one gets 
there, but the going is rough.” 

“You mean the wind and the icebergs 
and the cold?” 

‘“°Tis the rocks I mean. The sea 
abounds in ship wreckers and a seasoned 
mariner is needed to steer clear in bad 
weather. The seaman’s friend is the kelp 
that gathers over the submerged rocks 
and warns of the danger. But there is 
one big rock, they call it Uranie, that 
the kelp keeps clear of and many’s the 
ship that has torn her hull out on it. 

“The map is a good one,” continued 
Uncle Bill, “but is apt to be misleading. 
The uninitiated might be led to believe 
that the Falklands are as big as the 
British Isles. They should have made a 
picture of the South Atlantic and then 
put in their islands. A sort of truth 
perspective as it were.” 

Great Uncle Bill. He may never have 
been to the Falklands but forty years 
before the mast filled his head with re- 
liable information about every corner 
of the world. What a postage stamp 
collector he might have been! 





New Hawaiian Stamp 





The new 3c Hawaiian appeared on 
mail from various points in the country 
within a day or so of the first day of 
sale. Of a pleasing shade of violet 
quite different from that of other re- 
cent issues, the stamp strikes a note of 
attractive simplicity of design. Foreign 
collectors will no doubt be puzzled by 
the inscription “Kamehameha I.” The 
feather-cloaked monarch thus becomes 
the second king to be featured on U. S. 
stamps. The October 18th plane from 
the Islands was cancelled due to storms, 
so those collectors expecting theirs by 
the clipper will have received them 
about a week late.

and so would be glad to sell the lot for 
a small sum. The collector bought them 
for that sum, virtually sight unseen. He 
only found forty-two 5-cent 1847 on 
cover, a 5-cent New York, a number of 
good later stamps and a grand lot of 
revenues. The bookkeeper had never 
told anyone the value of old stamps. 

Third case. A 13-cent Franklin head 
came into a Chicago office a few years 
ago and was given to a collector. It was 
from an Illinois town. He hopped a 
train and went down. Went to the post 
office and asked if the stamp was in 
stock. No, and never had been. He 
produced the stamp with the town post- 
mark and asked, “How come?” 

The postmaster remembered that an 
elderly lady whose husband had died a 
few months before had been using a 
number of odd stamps on packages and 
letters. The collector got her name and 
address and went to see her. She pro- 
duced a little blank book she had found 
among her husband’s things that had 
been full of blocks of stamps. She had 
sold some to a business house and was 
using up others as she could. She was 
happy to sell them for double face. 
Among them there were superb blocks 
of ten of the full Louisiana Purchase 
set and a number of other good things. 

It would not be a half bad idea for 
any collector who wants to keep his 
stamp business to himself to at least 
put a little statement among his stamps. 
saying that they were valuable and 
should bring at least so much money in 
case of his death, and how and where to 
sell them. That would at least keep the 
family from putting them in the furnace, 
giving them away or selling them for a 
trifle.

Such acts by the Post Office Depart- 
ment should be commended, as it points 
out the fact it is in hearty accord with 
the hobby. 

Actions such as these also reflect 
favorably in what the Post Office De- 
partment is trying to do in other lines 
of work of direct interest to philately. 

Criticism against the designs of U. S. 
postage stamps, together with the ink, 
the color of ink, paper and divers other 
fault-finding items too numerous to men- 
tion is certainly unjust. Far be it for 
the Post Office Department or the Bu- 
reau of Engravi>g to place on the mar- 
ket poor samples of its work. Efforts 
to work in line with collectors to give 
them the best service possible is also 
reflected by the arrangement to have 
experienced members of the Post Office 
Department to be on hand at first day 
sale points to service and supervise the 
servicing of covers. 

A good example of what artists can 
do in the designing of postage stamps 
for U. S. usage can be adjudged in the 
contest sponsored by the Procurement 
Division of the Treasury Department. 
Eleven hundred artists submitted de- 
signs, and the winning entry was prac- 
tically a replica of the Edward VIII ad- 
hesives of Great Britain with George 
Washington’s likeness in place of the ab- 
dicated monarch. 

Compare the winning contest design 
with the current regular 1-cent postage 
stamp now in use. Which would you 
honestly select to carry your mail? 

Let us forget about prize contests 
for U. S. postage stamps, and leave the 
selection of designs, colors, printing and 
all other forms in the production of 
United States Postage Stamps in the 
hands of capable experts in the Post Of- 
fice Department and the Bureau of Print- 
ing and Engraving. 

Prize contests are circulation build- 
ers for newspapers and advertising me- 
diums for cigarettes and should have no 
place in the administration of the United 
States Government, postally or other- 
wise.

Although there is much preaching that 
the investment value of stamps should 
be of secondary consideration to the 
collector and that his primary interest in 
the hobby should be to provide himself 
with a constructive form of recreation, 
most of us find it difficult to keep our 
minds off the relative scarcity of the 
stamps we own. In fact, it is almost 
impossible to work with the standard 
catalogue and not be as much impressed 
by the value of stamps as any other 
feature. 

In specialization the collector naturally 
becomes quite well acquainted with val- 
ues because he is working with a com- 
paratively small number of stamps but 
over a period of years he will hardly 
bother to keep old quotations in his 
memory even though such comparison 
of price often becomes intensely inter- 
esting. 

Through the use of a simple table it is 
possible to group these annual catalogue 
valuations near the stamp. For in- 
stance, I have a collection of some 200 
major varieties. These are mounted on 
but one side of a page and only a few 
on each page. The facing page is de- 
voted to write-up and the valuation 
tables. 

A sample table looks like this:

Such tables may be extended as far 
into the future as there is room on the 
page and if quotations are inserted each 
year is always a comprehensive finan- 
cial history of the stamp. Not all stamps 
advance in price as the years roll by but 
it is just as fascinating to watch a stamp 
slide to bottom after getting a false start 
in the catalogue. Too, this indication 
of public demand is often a clue to a 
good story behind the issue which will 
make the specialized collection more 
nearly approach a complete history of 
the stamps.

WHAT OUR The other night 
ENGLISH COUSINS in Washington

interesting. 

“For the stamps of the United States,” 
Miss Harper was quoted in The Wash- 
ington Post, “I think we have a better 
market for the second and third quality 
stamps; definitely you will always get 
the record prices for the first quality 
market; but the slightly off-center and 
small margin copies sell comparatively

Early covers are in demand but I do not 
think that blocks are so readily ab- 
sorbed in London as they are in North 
America.” 

Miss Harper said that British West 
Indies stamps are everlastingly popular, 
particularly the stamps of Great Britain 
used in the British possessions and Brit- 
ish consular offices in foreign countries. 
South American stamps are not popular 
and Australian material is in slight de- 
mand. Asiatic issues are not very strong 
but early issues of China and Japan, 
North Borneo, Sarawak, Labuan and 
Straits Settlements are in demand. In- 
dian stamps are very low with the ex- 
ception of the 1854 issues. Stamps of 
the Near East are popular. 

“Among the Europeans,” she contin- 
ued, “there is a keen demand for fine 
early issues, particularly on covers or 
scarce blocks and pieces; other than 
that, Belgium and France are probably 
the most popular and in their own coun- 
tries the early issues of Germany and 
Italy, but the financial restrictions 
evolved by their governments prevent 
business and therefore the stamp market 
in these countries lacks support. 

“However, fashions change consider- 
ably and definitely in the course of the 
next fifteen years it will be extremely 
difficult to acquire further supplies of 
perforated line-engraved stamps and, 
with the coming centenary of the Penny 
Black in 1940, one must anticipate quite 
a rise as these stamps become 100 years 
old. The middle and later queens are 
good sellers and even the market for 
Edward VII stamps has bucked up quite 
a bit. The King George V stamps are 
selling very well but this is only a tem- 
porary boom which will fall off in the 
next decade when we will see these 
stemps much less appreciated.” 


MAPS MAKE IDEAL It has not been 
DECORATION the writer’s ex- 
perience to look 
through many collections in which the 
owner has employed maps to any extent 
as illustrations. And this seems like 
overlooking a decorative feature that is 
collectable in itself. Any collection of 
limited size, such as one comprising the 
commemorative issues of the United 
States or a specialized foreign album, 
might well become a prize winner 
through the inclusion of attractive maps 
even though the stamps in themselves 
might be available by the millions. 
This thought is brought to mind by 
the appearance of the Territory series.

I am not concerned, as 
some are, with how many town names 
can be accumulated. I find too many 
branches of postmarking that are more 
interesting. 

Have you seen the latest issue from 
Dallas? It is a beauty. To advertise 
the exposition, the new postmark shows 
a sketch of the Western hemisphere, 


across the face of which is printed “Tex- 
as & Pan American Exposition, Dallas, 
June 1937 Oct.” All this rests neatly 
within the box and is followed by 
straight lines. Yes. I would say it is 
another International T. The first one I 
found was postmarked Dallas, May 6. I 
am waiting anxiously for others showing 
station names. I understand there will 
be one with “Terminal Station” and on 
one the exposition grounds. But Dame 
Rumor is so misleading. Does anyone 
know? 


Before this is in print we will have 
our souvenir cover from the Golden Gate 
bridge. I am wondering if the special 
postmark promised will be in the form of 
a slogan and, also, how long it will be in 
use. 

And while we are waiting for some of 
our friends to tell us what else is new, 
let us consider the ordinary wave line 
postmarks. Examine some covers from 
your current mail. You may have a type 
that I have not seen. I have before me 
five distinct types of wave line cancels, 
but representing only two machine man- 
ufacturers, I believe. Both factories have 
six- and seven-line cancels. You can 
distinguish the different spacing between 
the lines, but a more certain way is by 
the location of the state name. The fifth 
is an old type wave line still in use. It 
has a space for the machine number in 
the lines rather than in the town mark.
